David’s Story 

Shortly after the Spring Ministry Fair, Theresa 
Hammerquist gave a presentation to the Knights of 
Columbus about the upcoming Mission to Standing 
Rock. Many Knights and their families agreed to 
help with donations of time and treasure including 
my wife and myself. One of the things we did was 
donate money for blankets. After the mission we 
received a photograph of a child being held by a 
young girl who received one of the blankets. The 
photograph had this note on the back. “This is 
Shyleah and her cousin, David. The first day of 
Vacation Bible School, Shyleah walked up to the 
song leader and asked immediately for prayers for 
her cousin so that his foot would heal. That is faith! 


Please pray that God always protect her and 
that He places good people in her life so that 
she may fulfill God’s purpose.” 

David has a clubbed foot. Both my wife and I 
have been in health care for years and know 
that this condition is correctable with the right 
medical help. One of my cousins schedules 
transportation and treatment in our area for 
Shrine Children’s Hospital. My cousin gave 
me a note with her office number to give to 
David’s family so that arrangements could be 
made. I put the note on my desk where it sat 
for several days. One night while I was 
working, I saw the note. When I saw the note, 
I felt compelled to relay the information to 
Theresa. I hoped she might be able to get the 
information to David’s family. I couldn’t find 
her telephone number or e-mail address. As I 
was logging on to the OLBH web site to search 
through past bulletins for the article about the 
mission, the phone rang. It was Theresa 
calling to thank the Knights for our support of 
the mission. I told her I was just trying to find 
her telephone number to call her. I asked her if 
she had a way of contacting David’s family. 
She wasn’t sure because few people signed up 
on the pen pal directory. She called me back 
later to let me know Shyleah had signed the 
directory. 

Theresa and I talked about this situation one 
Sunday and I asked her to send me her account 
of the story. “An 11 year- old girl walked into 
our VBS at Bullhead and asked us to pray for 
her two-year-old cousin who has a clubbed 
foot. (He wore only socks as a shoe would 
never fit.) She specifically asked us to pray 
that his foot be healed. We stopped what we 
were doing and prayed for his healing as we 
did throughout the week. Just before we left 
Bullhead, one of our missionaries collected 
addresses from the children who wanted to be 
“pen pals. ” Only three addresses and phone 
numbers were collected and the 11 year-old 
girl's was one of them. ” 

Theresa was able to get the information to 
David’s family. Now it is in the hands of God, 
David’s family, and the medical providers. I 
heard the term coincidence used to describe 
this story, so I looked it up and this is what I 
found: “coincidence (n.) a sequence of events 
that although accidental seems to have been 
planned or arranged.” I like and believe a 
good friend’s interpretation, “Isn’t it wonderful 
when people are open to God’s will.”

How do you get better at your faith? 

When my kids were growing up, I would many, 
many times tell them to keep trying, keep 
practicing, because the more they practiced, the 
better they would become. It didn’t matter what it 
was, reading, playing an instrument or a sport, the 
more they practiced, the better they became. And 
when they would stop practicing, the skills wouldn’t 
go away, but they did get rusty. 


How is your faith life? Is it maybe getting a 
little rusty? Do you need to do a little fine 
tuning of your faith skills? Is there any one of 
us that can truly say there is no room for 
improvement? By joining a Small Christian 
Community, it gives you an opportunity to not 
only sharpen your skills, but help others 
improve their skills. 

So what is a Small Christian Community? As 
part of the Renew program, small groups of 8- 
10 people are being formed. Each small group 
meets in homes or other places for 
approximately 90 minutes a week over a six 
week period starting the week of October 8th. 
During these gatherings, you will read some 
scripture and reflections, and if you wish, share 
your thoughts and reflections within your 
group. By doing this, your faith will grow, 
your relationship with God will become 
stronger, and you will be helping the others in 
your group grow in their faith also. 

“But I’m going to be gone.” That’s okay, you 
can miss a week or two or three and still help 
your faith grow. “I can’t meet in the 
evening/afternoon/morning.” That is why we 
are trying to form groups around your 
schedule. “I’ve got kids.” Someone in your 
group may have an older child that is willing to 
baby sit for the group. “I don’t like talking 

about my faith.” You don’t have to talk, just 
be there to listen to others will help grow your 
faith. “What if others know more about it than 
I do?” You don’t need to be a theologian to 
participate. 

So sign up for a Small Christian Community 
by filling out a card at the church or call or ask 
anyone wearing an “Ask me about Renew” 
button. We all can help each other get a little 
better in our faith.
